Most people do a little worrying on 
on Friday the 18th. But not tenor Enzo 
Stuarti. He’s as happy as a lark on that 
gloomy day; for 13 is Enzo’s lucky 
number!

We’ve had a 
happy life together, and without Esth- 
er’s encouragement I might have given 
up my career long ago.” 


Enzo’s reverse-twist superstition ear- 
ried over the waxing sessions of his 
Jubilee album, “We’re Not Strangers”. 
Enzo wanted to record 13 songs into an 
album. The songs most of them well- 
loved all-time “Pop” melodies include: 
“Three Coins In The Fountain’, “Sor- 
rento” and “Santa Lucia”. The title of 
the album “We’re Not Strangers” was 
taken from one of the songs in it which 
was written by Enzo himself. 


Now in his 13th year in show busi- 
ness, Enzo has the top rung of success 
almost within his grasp. He’s made his 
mark on the Broadway stage, his new 
album is moving well and now he’s 
zeroing in on TV. After hearing his 
recording of ‘“Addio Bimba”, Ed Sulli- 
van invited Enzo to appear on “The 
Toast Of The Town”.

JIM REEVES 


Two instruments have played a big 
part in the life of Jim Reeves, the great 
Country song star who successfully in- 
vaded and conquered the popular field. 
Handsome Jim, a hard working Texas 
gentleman, used a baseball bat to swat 
out hits in his early days, but when an 
injury put a stop to his promising car- 
eer, he exchanged his bat for a guitar 
and he still makes with the hits, but 
now they take the form of top selling 
records which are sweeping the nation. 

When Jim was a boy growing up on 
an East Texas farm, he had two loves, 
baseball and music. He couldn’t choose 
between the two so, when he packed off 
to attend Texas University, his guitar 
was tied securely to his favorite bat and 
he was off to Austin. During his college 
career Jim played day and night. Base 
hits in the afternoon and ballads in the 
evening helped him to get through 
school and when the St. Louis Cardin- 
als signed him up to play professional 
ball, his guitar took its place besides 
his bats and gloves. 

It was fate that finally made the 
choice for him. He injured his legs 
sliding into second base. When the team 
doctor finished looking him over, he 
suggested that Jim look for other work 
since his ball playing days were about 
to come to an abrupt halt. When Jim 
threw away his crutches he sent his 
bats and sloves home, oiled up his 
guitar and s»t out to be an entertainer 


The work wasn’t very easv and the 
pay wasn’t great. In fact, Jim turned to 
disc jockeying to pick up a few extra 
dollars. His trusty guitar was never 
very far from his side and early in 
1955 he signed a record contract with 
a small Country label. His first recora 
for the Abbott Label was “Mexican 
Joe” and it swept the Country music 
field, coming to rest a few weeks late: 
as the number one tune of the day. His 
initial recording success prompted the 
famed “Louisiana Hayride” show te 
invite Jim to become a member of the 
group. No sooner had he accepted them, 
when his second tune, “Bimbo” was re- 
leased, accepted and pushed up to the 
number one spot. Jim was well on the 
road to success. 


From that time on Jim continued to 
belt out hit ~records. He became a 
featured star on the “Grand Ole Opry” 
and signed a contract with RCA Victor. 
His name became a household word: in 
the Country field and while he was 
touring in Europe with a group of 
“Opry” stars, Victor decided to send 
Jim into the “Pop” field with his re- 
lease of “Four Walls”. The tune caught 
fire and without Jim’s knowledge he be- 
came a “Pop” star. Needless to say, 
when he hit our shores he was a mighty 
happy young man to find out that he 
was still batting out the hits. It looks 
like» his average will stay high for a 
good long time.

Joe Leahy, President of National Rec- 
ords, checked his appointment pad to 
see if he had anymore auditions on 
schedule for the day. Just one more left, 
7:00 p.m., with a male vocal group from 
New Haven, Connecticut. Mr. Leahy 
needed just such a unit to round out 
his growing recording family. Would 
The Bachelors fill the bill? 

Promptly at 7:00 p.m. the youthful 
quintet marched into the National re- 
cording studios and after Kenny Vance 
made himself known, he introduced the 
other boys to the recording executive. 
Sandy, Fred, Charlie and Chico shook 
hands with Mr. Leahy and all were 
ready to settle down to work. They 
made themselves at home — removed 
their jackets, loosened their ties. The 
hot, July, evening audition was about 
to begin. 

Chico took his position at the piano. 
The other members of the group started 
to feel somewhat more at ease and 
picked up the hand-clapping, rhythmic 
beat written into their novel arrange- 
ment of “Hey Good Lookin’’”. Mr. 
Leahy, who had been auditioning acts 
all day long and was quite tired, perked 
right up as The Bachelors burst into 
their five-part harmony offering of the 
up-tempo standard. 


The sound was there alright and so 
was the exciting impact that serves to 
captivate any listening audience. Yes, 
The Bachelors would do! Mr. Leahy 
knew at once, even before he was 
treated to a variety of tunes which 
featured four of the five boys on differ- 
ent solo renditions.

Chico is the anchor man when it comes 
to strength in harmony.) And so, The 
Bachelors were signed to a long term 
contract with National Records. 


Four of The Bachelors are New Hav- 
en, Connecticut residents and first or- 
ganized about two years ago. They 
worked the Connecticut and New York 
area and built up quite a following for 
themselves. 


Kenny Vance, who is now a New Hav- 
enite, hails from Chicago. He came to 
Connecticut to live near his manager 
and also “to be near New York where 
everything is going on.” He worked as 
a single in most of New England’s top 
nite-spots before teaming up with The 
Bachelors. That happened one night aft- 
er both acts worked a dance-job at The 
Towne House in New Haven. At the age 
of 24, Vance is the oldest member of 
the group. 

“R” Day (release day) for The Bach- 
elors’ first recording on the National 
label was August 19th, 1957, a day to 
be remembered as far as America’s rec- 
ord buying public is concerned, for that 
was the day the twin-hits, “From Your 
Heart” and “A Million Teardrops” were
